THE FUIS8IDKST ON FINANCE. 


Of all the topics discussed by Presi- 


dent McKinley in his inaugural ad- 
drees, none comes quite so near the 
hearts of the people of Nevrda as that 
of finance. That its readers may know 
just what the President did say on this 
•abject, the JOURNAL prints in full that 
portion of the address: 


"The responsibilities of the trust to 


which "i have be^n ..called, always of 
vgweviiqjportanee, are augmented by 
the prevailing business conditions, en- 
tailing idleness upon willing labor and 
loss to useful enterprises. The country 
is suffering from industrial disturb- 
ances, from which speedy relief must 
be had. Oar financial system iv/eda 
gome revision; our money is «ll i:»od 
novrrbut its value must not fnrtbtr bo 
threatened?; It should all be pal upon 
the enduring basis, not subject to easy 
attack, nor its stability to doubt or dis- 
pute. 


" Our currency should continue tin. 


expressly reserving all mined of gold, 
silver, copper, lead, cinnabar or other | 
valuable minerals that may exist in { 
such land, and the State, for Itself and 
its guarantees, disclaims any interest 
in mineral lands heretofore or here- 
after selected by the State on account 
of any grant from the United States. 
All persons desiring titles to mines 
upon lauds which have been selected 
by the State must obtain each title 
from tbe United States under the laws 
of 
Oougress, notwithstanding sneb 


selection. 


This act is to prevent all controversy 


regarding the title to mining claims 
discovered upon lands selected by the 
State and disposed of to settlers or 
speculators. The general Government 
requires proof from bomstoadera or 
purchnsero of lands in the mineral 
regions that the lands are more valu- 
able for agricultural (ban for mining 
purposes. Under the new law tlie dis- 
ooverer of a mine on lands selected and 
sold by tbe State can procure a patent 
for the game from tbo United States by 
cotaplyinu'with tbe mining laws, This 
is eminently proper as it gives pros

der the supervision of tho Qovernmenl. 
The several forms of our paper suoiioy 
offer, in rny j-jdginont, n constant em- 
barrassment to t!io Government, and a 
safe balance in the Treasury. 
There- 


fore, I believe it noaessary to daviae a 
system, without diminishing the circu- 
lating medium or offering a premium 
for its contraction, wbioh will preaeut 
a remedy for those arrangements 
which, temporary ia their nature, 
might well in times of onr prosperity 
toave been displaced by wiser prof is- 
iona. With adequate revenue insured, 
but not until then, can we enter upon 
aach changes in onr fiscal laws at will, 


' while insuring safety and volume to 


our money, uo longer impose upon the 
Oovernment tho necessity of maintain- 
ing so large a gold reserve, with its at- 
tendant and inevitable temptations to 
speculation. 
Most of our financial 


laws are the outbgrowth of experience 
and trial, and should not be amended 
without investigation and demonslra- 
tion of the wisdom of the proposed 
changes. We must be both sure we are 
right and 'make hasto slowly." 


"If, therefore, Congress, in its wis- 


dom, shall deem it expedient to create 
a commission to take under early con- 
sideration the revision of our coinage, 
banking and currency laws, and five 
them that exhaustive, careful nud dis- 
passionate examination that the im- 
portance demands, I shall cordially 
concur in such action. 
If such power 


is vested in the President, it is my pur- 


• poseio appoint a commission of promi- 


nent, well-informed citizens, of differ- 
ent parties, who will command public 
confidence, both on account of their 
ability and special fltnass for tho work. 
Business experience arid public train- 
ing may tuns be combined and the pa- 
triotic zeal of the friends of the country 
be so directed that such a report will be 
made as to receive tbe support of all 
parties and our finances cease to be the 
•abject of mere partisan contention. 
Tbo experiment is, at all events, worth 
a trial, and in my opinion, it can prove 
beneficial to tbe entire country. 


"The question of international bi- 


metallism will have early and earnest 
attention. It will be my constant en- 
deavor to secure it by co-operation 
with tbe other great commercial powers 
of tbe world. Until that condition is 
realized and the parity between our 
Cold and silver money springs from 
and ia supported by these relative val- 
ues of tbe two metals, tbe value of sil- 
ver already coined, and of that which 
hereafter may be coined, mnet be kept 
constantly at par with gold by every 


; resource at our command. 


"The credit of tbe Government, the 


integrity of its ourrensy, and tbe in- 
violability, of its obligations must be 
preserved. 
This was the commanding 


verdict of .the people audit will not bo 


• unheeded."

RELIEF CLAIMS. 


As is usual in the closing days of a 


legislative session relief bills are being 
introduced 'in both Houses.
